SPACE CENTER, Houston (AP) — Challenger's 
astronauts charged Inlo the final shifts of their mis- 
sion Saturday, working to add to science studies that 
already could fill a library and monitoring a menager- 
ie of healthy rats and monkeys aboard Spacelab 3.

TWIN FALLS — Despite a rapid melt of 
snow In April that has brought the snow pack 
well below normnl'ln the mountains surroun- 
ding the Magic Valley, there should be few 
problems for local .irrigators in this year's 
growing season. . 

Only in the aiea served by the Big Wood 
River In southern Blaine County is there a 
probability of a water shortage, says Gale 
Roberts, Halley office manager for the U.S. 
.Soil Conservation Service. 

"Irrigatdrs without storage facilities will 
probably experience mid-season water shor- 
tages.” says Roberts, 

-The May l survey of snow courses shows the 
Big Wood watershed holding only 54 percent 


of its nqrmal water content in its .snow park. 
Roberts says. 

Farmers in the ••Bellevue Triangle" that 
have no water storage and depend on diver- 
sions from the Big Wood River for mrigailon 
will be mo.st affected by (he light snow pack, 
he says. 

Water supplies In other, nearby watersheds 
also arc well below normal. 

The Little Wood River drainage is at -15 jn-i- 
cent of normal and the Big Lost and Little 
Lost river drainagcs_arc-at.a-comblnwi 411 
percent of normal. 

However, both drainages have re.servuirs.

Some typos of breast cancer need 
estrogen hormones to grow and doc- 
tors can treat them by removing a 
female patient's ovaries, a natural 
source of the hormenc, or giving her 
antiH*strogcn drugs.- _ 

But for linknowr/ rcjLsons, ihe.so 
tumors can change irdo a more ag- 
gressive type unresponsive to 
estrogen. 


Llppman said in an Interview (hat 
almost all breast cancers start out bc- 
•Ing cstrogcn-dcpendcnL.^ul only 
about onc-third remain so once-thc. 
cancer begins to spread to other parts 
of the body. As Ihe cancens progre.ss. 
nr re-occur after treatment, they 
become unresponsive. 

The researchers found that by ar- 
tificially activating one so-called 
cancer gone, termed a viral v-ras-H 
oncogene, they were able to change 
Uie hormone re.sponslvcness of- 
human cancer celh In laboratory 
cullure.s Oncogenes are genes In 
normal cells that, for some reason. 


Estrogen controls the release of po- 
tent proteins that stimulate growth in

tissue. Llppman said, and these pro- 
teins secrete unchecked without hor- 
mone regulation. 

The study showed that only a small 
genetic change is needed to disrupt 
this system, the researchers said.

Bom in U.S., John Hadam returned as displaced person in 1947

EDEN — Bom in Oklahoma City of Ger- 
man parents who wont to Germany for a 
-visit In the summero(-1939. John Hadam was 
excited as only an 8-ycar-old boy can be as 
Uie family left New York by ship. 

He .says he enjoyed exploring every comer 
of the ship on Uic trip over. 

After arriving In souUicm Germany and 
getting acquainted with grandparents', 
aunts, uncles and cousins, all of whom he 
had never seen, the family moved to Berlin 
where Hadam Uigan sdiool, wiUi no Uiougfit 
alxiul the poUllca of the country In which he 
now found himself. 

His main concern al Uiat lime was learn- 
ing to speak German fluently cnougli to keep 
up with his class. 

Although Hadam's parents spoke German
